DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The claims are indefinite because of the following reasons: 

• In claim 1 , stating that is aeration tube is "as close as possible" to the bottom of the container 
is indefinite (did applicant intend to claim "adjacent the bottom of the holding tank"?). 

• The following terms lack antecedent basis: "said sewage" (claim 3). 

• Claims 2-3 are also rejected since they suffer the same defects as the claims from which they 
depend. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Van Ee (U.S. 
6,5 10,736). In his admitted prior art of figure 4, Van Ee teaches a level sensor comprising an 

aeration tube D extending 
I ffi ; =j adjacent a bottom of the 

holding tank T. A pressure 
gauge G is sealed to the tube to 
determine the level in the tank 
(col. 9, lines 52-57). An air 
pump P is connected to the 
tube via an air supply line S to 
continuously pump air into the 
tank [as in claim 2]. The 
limitations in the last three lines of claim 3 is considered to be an intended use thereof that fails 
to further limit the structure of the invention. However, it is contended that Van Ee has the 
structural components to accomplish such depending upon the environment in which it is used 
(identity of fluid therein, etc.). 
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5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kapteyn (U.S. 
3,587,316). Line 16 is sealingly connected to the pressure gauge to indicate the level. 



6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made.

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7. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gross (U.S. 
6,702,938 B2) in view of Van Ee '736. Gross teaches a waste holding tank, aeration pump, and 
aeration tube. 
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Gross doesn't teach a pressure monitoring means. However, as expanded above, such is taught 
by Van Ee. It is considered that it would have been obvious to one ordinarily skilled in the art at 
the time of the invention to have the pressure monitoring means of Van Ee in the invention of 
Gross, since such would provide the benefit of monitoring the fluid level in the tank.
